“ What shall we add to our faith f 
Peter specifies 
certain things that 
are essential. 
Virtue which refers 
to courage and energy is necessary. 
We must he active Christians; our 
faith must issue in 
good 
works. 
Knowledge to discern good and evil, 
knowledge of the work to be done 
and the way to do it is a requisite 
to efficiency. 
Self-control, modera­ 
tion in all things is a worthy attain­ 
ment. 
Patience, willingness to wait, 
not over-anxiety is also mentioned. 


All these relate to self. 
We must 


improve our 
own 
condition. 
We 
must also add Godliness—God-like- 
ness— and brotherly 
kindness, 
and 
meet our every obligation to God and 
others. 
The list which began with 
faith now ends with love. 
Faith the 
beginning, love the end and object 
of it all. 
Love is the flower of the 
Christian faith. 
These we must add 
and Ave shall add them by taking 
thought and by a constant practice 
of them. 
“ A child w as born into a home. 
The parents were delighted. 
They 
called in their friends and neighbors 
and made merry. 
But the months 
and years passed and the child did 
not grow. 
Delight changed to sor­ 
row; laughter to tears. 
They loved 
their baby better than all earthly 
possessions but they did not want it 
to be a baby 
alw ays. 
Too 
many 
Christians have never added a single 
virtue to their lives. They are babies 
yet.”

During the lot weather 
milk 
is 
1 .utieularly susceptible to coutaiiu- 
r.atinn and fo. that *e.iv!i the II. S. 
Department of Agriculture is issuing 
a timely 
warning 
to 
housewievs: 
Beware of Unclean Milk! 
When milk is delivered it 
should 
be put into the refrigerator at onc e. 
A very brief exposure 
to 
summer 
heat makes it unfit tor use. 
It it is 
impossible to have the bottles put 
immediately into 
the 
refrigerator, 
provide on the porch a box contain­ 
ing a lump of iee. 
la planning a 
house, arrange to have the refriger­ 
ator set in the wall with an opening 
on the outside. 
It is always possible 
to provide locks for these boxes or 
refrigerator doors, and supply the 
milkman with a kev. 
The interior of 
the 
food 
compartment 
should 
be 
wiped every day with a clean cl » th 
thoroughly, scalded as often as once 
a week. 
Under 
no 
circumstance 
should the drainpipe of an ice box 
lie connected with a .-ewer. 
Before removing the cap from a 
bottle of milk, the cap and the neck 
of the bottle should be washed and 
carefully wiped with a clean cloth. 
The cap should not be pushed down 
into the milk. 
It may lie easily re­ 
moved with a sharp-pointed instru­ 
ment without injuring the contents. 
The bottle w hen one •.* open should Ik* 
kept covered and the milk should be 
kept in the original 
h o t .Jo until it is 
used up. 
The original cap should 
not be replaced, but instead m in­ 
verted glass may he put over,the top 
of the bottle. 
The bottle when not in 
use, should of course, always lie left 
in the refrigerator, and any milk 
that has been poured from P into 
another vessel should not be poured 
back. 
Onions and other foods hav­ 
ing a strong ordor, especially ditfiVig 
the hot weather, very easily impart 
their distinctive smell to milk that is 
left in a covered receptacle. 
Milk bottles should never be ta­ 
ken into a sick room for as they are 
usually returned 
to 
the 
milkman 
they may thus carry infectious dis­ 
eases into other homes. 
Every milk 
bottle left at a house where there i 
an infectious 
sickness 
should 
be 
boiled before being 
returned. 
The 
best thing to do in 
such 
circum­ 
stances is to provide one’s own milk 
bottles or covered dishes into which 
the milkman may pour the mlk from 
his bottles. 
The duty of each indi­ 
vidual to his neighbor in this connec­ 
tion is most important. 
The board 
of health may he called to disinfect 
milk bottles properly after they have 
been in a home where there is sick­ 
ness. 
In any case, bottles should he giv­ 
en reasonable care before 
they 
are 
returned to their owner. 
The prac­ 
tice of pouring vinegar or kerosene 
or other liquids into them tempor­ 
arily when not in use should by all 
means be discouraged. 
The contain­ 
ers should be washed in cold water 
first and finally in warm water be­ 
fore they are returned to the far­ 
mer supplying the milk. 
Thes little details of 
cleanliness 
are matters which can not be regula­ 
ted by the Federal or the State Gov­ 
ernments. 
Rules 
and 
regulations 
that require pure milk to bt* delivered 
to the home may Ik* rendered value­ 
less by the careless individuals in the 
home.

Facing the fate of the people lost 
on the Empress of Ireland, passengers 
on the American liner New York, 
which w*as in collision at sea with the 
Pretoria of the Hamburg-American 
line, chuckled in spite of- themselves 
over several incidents which they wit­ 
nessed aboard ship. 
The passengers were still laughing, 
when the New York docked, over the 
sudden change of front ou the part of 
a suffragette at the time of the colli 
sion. 
The woman had been conspicu­ 
ous on the voyage from Southampton 
because she wore a large yellow sasli 
over her shoulder bearing in large let­ 
ters the motto, “ Votes For Women.” 
She was a tall, athletic woman and 
wore a severe tailor made costume. 
She exclaimed frequently during the 
trip: “ Men! 
I spurn them!” 
This exasperated some of the men 
passengers to such an extent that one 
of them stole her sash. 
This caused 
the suffragette much annoyance, hut 
she was unable to trace the culprit to 
recover her property. 


“Men, Protect M e !” She Cries. 
After the collision she was the first 
woman on deck. She was much excit­ 
ed and as she ran about she cried: 
“ Men, protect me! 
Is there no one 
here who will save a lone woman? ” 
In response to her appeal a small 
steward wearing a big life preserver 
ran up and exclaimed: “ Calm yourself, 
lady. Have no fear. I will save you.” 
His gallantry was not appreciated by 
one of the deck officers who came up 
at that moment and demanded in no 
uncertain terms to know what the 
steward meant by appearing on deck 
in a life preserver. 
“ Get below* out of this,” said the of­ 
ficer, and the steward speeded down 
the companiomvay after offering to 
give his life preserver to the suffra­ 
gette. 
Mrs. Meyer Cohen, wife of the man­ 
ager of a music publishing company, 
gave up all for lost when she heard 
the warning cry of the steward, be­ 
cause it was her thirteenth trip across 
the Atlantic and because 
011 the last 
trip her two prize dogs had won a to 
tal of thirteen medals in exhibitions 
in Monte Carlo, Paris, Nice. Cannes 
and other European cities. Besides, it 
was the thirteenth day of the month 
and Friday just scudding awuy below 
the western horizon. 
As soon as she 
was dressed Mrs. Cohen picked up the 
Russian leather cases containing Rose­ 
mary Red Rambler, a toy spaniel that 
had won eight prizes, and Mary Chris­ 
tina of Tipo, a Blenheim, which had 
w*on five. 
With a case in each hand 
she ran on deck, where she was as­ 
sured that the danger was over and 
that she might go below safely. 


P ligh t of T w o Fat Men.

Cohen 
who heard their calls for help, which 
had been ignored by other passengers. 
She found the tw*o stout men, with 
life preservers over their clothing, 
jammed in the doonvays of their cab 
ins, which w*ere on opposite sides of 
the alley. 
In their hurry to get through they 
had wedged themselves so tightly that 
they could not move until the baker 
and his mate, summoned by Mrs. Co­ 
hen, arrived with tw*o long staves 
from a flour barrel, which they used 
as levers to free the two men, who did 
not stop to thank them, but dashed 
madly to the deck.

Jennings and Cobb S a y D etroit C a p ­ 
tain Is Best Pilferer In Game. 
Manager Hugh J ennings co nsiders 
Mo riarty o ne o f the best base runners 
he has seen In his twenty o r twenty - 
fiv e y ears in pro fessio nal baseball. 
J ennings has o ften said that if Mo ri- 
arty po ssessed the speed that belo nged 
to Dav y J o nes he wo uld make a hun­ 
dred base thefts in a seaso n. 
Craw­ 
fo rd, o f the same o pinio n, say s: 
“ If Geo rge Mo riarty po ssessed tho 
speed that belo ngs to Ty Co bb o r Cly de 
Milan o r Eddie Co llins he wo uld set a 
base stealing reco rd fo r the majo r 
leagues. 
Mo riarty is the best man I 
hav e ev er seen at ‘pegging a pitcher.' 
By ‘pegging a pitcher* I mean telling 
befo rehand what he Is go ing to do , 
where he is go ing to thro w the ball. 
Mo riarty studies the pitchers mo re 
than any o ther play er. lie can watch 
a pitcher a co uple o f times and then 
tell, nine times o ut o f ten, whether he 
is go ing to thro w to o ne o f the bases o r 
the catcher.” 
Mo riarty is crafty . That fact Is well 
kno wn. 
When he gets o n first base 
his entire attentio n is fo cused o n the 
pitcher. The chances are he will take 
a lo ng lead to draw a thro w, but in­ 
stead o f being set to go o n to seco nd 
he is set fo r the slide back to first, and

it is a co mparativ ely easy matter fo r 
him to beat the thro w to the initial 
sacker. 
There are pitchers in the American 
league who must hav e their thro w to 
first Mo riarty kno ws these men, and 
he alway s wo rks to hav e them get the 
thro w o ff their minds. 
Acco mplishing 
tha t he takes a seco nd lead away fro m 
first 
The chances are this lead will 
lack two o r three feet o f what the first 
lead held, and the pitcher, glancing 
o v er, will no te the decreased distance. 
The chances are he will make a men­ 
tal no te to the effect that the runner 
will no t start a steal, and then, just as 
his arm mo v es In the pitch to the 
plate, Mo riarty is o ff fo r seco nd. The

obed ience. 
Both were 
called to serv ice. 
The 
first afterw ard repented and went, 
bu t the second brok e his promise 
and went not to the v iney ard . 
“The parable 
has three 
specific 
applications; first, to the scribes and 
I » harases who, lou d in their assev er­ 
ations to serv ice in God ’s v iney ard , 
rejected the preaching of John and 
the baptism lie ad ministered , while 
the pu blicans and harlots from whom 
little if any thing was ex pected ac­ 
cepted the message of John and were 
baptised by him. 
“ In refering to this parable M att­ 
hew Henry say s: ‘In these v erst*s we 
hav e the parable of the two sons 
sent to work in the v iney ard , the 
scope of which is to show that they 
who k new not John’s baptism to be 
of God were ashamed ev en by the 
pu blicans and harlots who k new and 
u sed it/ 
“Second ly , the parable had its ap­ 
plications to the Jews and Gentiles 
nationally . 
The Jews, boasting of 
their allegiance to Jehov ah, rejected 
His son as the Messiah. 
The Gen­ 
tiles, mak ing no 
su ch 
pretentiou s 
claims, became obed ient 
u nto 
the 
faith. 
“Lastly , the parable has a most 
d irect and personal application. 
It 
is this application in 
which 
we 
shou ld lie especially interested . 
An 
appeal to the conscience will prov e 
God ’s call to serv ice comes forcibly 
to ev ery one. 
To heed it merits the 
approv al of God ; to reject it, his d is­ 
approv al. 
Those who say they will 
and d o not are among the rejected 
ones; those who* protest bu t repent 
afterw ard s are the 
accepted 
ones. 
Imminent d anger, howev er, lu rk s In 
the pathway of the one who d enies 
or procrastinates 
obed ience to 
fhe 
call of God . To pu t off some prepar­ 
ation is u nwise. 
Und er the old cov ­ 
enant tlie sin of presu mption in its 
effect was almost ind entical to the 
sin against the holy spirit u nd er the 
Gospel. 
Therefore, 
the only su re 
and consistent cou rse 
for men to 
ad opt is to act 
promptly , 
placing 
themselv es u pon the sid e of safety 
at the first opportu nity . 
Bu t of the 
two classes, those who say they will 
and d o not and those who say they 
will not and d o, the latter is the more 
lau d able. 
It may be well to promise, 
bu t d eed s, not word s 
and 
wishes, 
mu st l>e the watchword of ou r wel­ 
fare and grou nd of assu rance. 
It 
is that one only who sav s ‘I will’, and 
su iting his actions to his word s rolls 
u p his sleev es and bu sies himself in 
the work of tlie Lord that is ju stified 
by the Father. Id lers are not wanted 
in God ’s k ingd om. 
There are al­ 
read y too many who play at religion; 
they d o not seem to tak e the instru c­ 
tion of ‘Go work ’ seriou sly . 
They 
wrok when its su its them (which is 
seld om) and d o not work when it 
d oes not su it them. Some, too, wish­ 
ing their own way , say , ‘I’ll go to- 
mororw,’ bu t tomorrow may be too 
late to d o the work God has for them 
to d o. 
Tod ay is the only time giv en 
u s. 
Men who employ serv ants ex ­ 
pect and d emand of them honest ser­ 
v ice. 
They d o not ex pect the work 
of tod ay to be pu t off u ntil tomorrow. 
God cares absolu tely nothing for ou r 
professions of piety ; the showy re­ 
ligion that imposes on men is an 
abomination in the sight of God . He 
look s for fru it in d eed s of serv ice all 
else is bu t a 
mass 
of 
worthless 
leav es. 
The command is, ‘Go work 
tod ay in my v iney ard / 
IIow hav e 
we related ou rselv es to it? ” 


St. Paul’s M. E. 


Last night at St. Pau l’s Method ist 
Episcopal chu rch the Rev . A. D. Bat- 
chelor preached the six th sermon in 
a series on the conscience. The Su b­ 
ject was 
“Conscience 
and 
Con­ 
scientiou sness.” 
The tex t was Acts 
24:16, “And herein d o I ex ercise my - 
sel 1 to hav e alway s a 
conscience 
v oid of offense toward God , and to­ 
ward man.” 
He said in part: 


“In another passage Pau l said . 
‘I hav e liv ed before God in all good 
conscience u ntil this d ay / 
it is a 
bold statement. 
Du ring 
his whole 
life, he wou ld hav e u s believ e that 


he had liv ed conscientiou sly . 
Some 
act merely for self-interest. 
They 
stifle the conscience to gain their 
end . 
Others d o what is agreeable. 
Pau l preferred 
to be 
d isagreeable 
than to d o v iolence to his conscience. 
Others act contrary to conscience on 
the grou nd of ex ped iency . 
Pau l’s 
v iew was that it was nev er ex ped i­ 
ent to d o a wrong thing. 
“His aim was to k eep this con­ 
science pu re —to be v oid of offense 
toward God and man. 
The 
phrase 
‘v oid of offense’ 
literally 
means 
to be ‘withou t stu mbling/ When one 
d oes v iolence to his conscience he 
stu mbles. 
The conscience was giv en 
as a light to k eep u s from stu mbling. 
Straightforward ness and 
sincerity 
are therefore better than d eceit and 
d u plicity . 
He who u ses the latter 
will soon stu mble and fall into the 
pit which he has d igged . 
“That he might av oid a fall Pau l 
tells u s he ‘ex ercised ’ his conscience. 
The 
word 
ind icates 
painstak ing 
effort. 
It literally means to ‘go into 
training.’ 
It has reference to the 
strenu ou s training of the athlete. 
Pau l then fou ght the stains from his 
conscience as the glad iator fou ght 
weak ness in his phy sical frame. 
He 
was carefu l to maintain su ch con­ 
scientiou s relations 
with God 
and 
man that his action alway s wou ld be 
abov e reproach. 
“It is a great thing to liv e con­ 
scientiou sly . 
He who d oes so will 
not conceal his sin, bu t will be open 
faced in all of his liv ing. 
Bu t one 
may be 
conscientiou s and y et be 
wrong. Bu t the fact that conscience 
is to be ex ercised is ev id ence that it 
is improv able. 
He who ex ercises his 
conscience in the search for more 
light will not long remain in the d ark . 
Pau l tells u s that when he prosecu t­ 
ed the Christian chu rch he d id it in 
good conscience. 
Bu t k eeping his 
conscience in healthy 
ex ercise 
he 
soon saw the ev il of su ch a cou rse. 
“There is only one way by which 
the conscience may 
become 
tru ly 
v oid of offense. 
It mu st hav e s. clear 
d iscov ery of the ru le of d u ty . 
Wo 
mak e his d iscov ery in Christ. 
This 
is where Pau l got his moral bearings. 
It is also from Christ that we mu st 
get the light to lighten ou r pathway 
in all of ou r conscientiou s liv ing.”

LATEST WAY TO DANCE 
IS JUST TO CANTER. 


M asters Put Ban on W i ggl e, T ro t and 


D i p and F a v o r the W ave. 


Down with the “lame du ck” and the 
“horse trot!” The “canter” is the thing . 
The national dance m asters in conv en­ 
tion at Clev eland. O., decreed it so. 
According to the dancing m asters, the 
new dances will work a chang e in the 
sty les for women’s g owns. 
The new 
steps will smack of the minu et and 
other old fachloned dances and will re­ 
su lt in the elimination of the narrow 
skirts. 
The “canter” is the opposito of the 
“lame du ck,” in which the du ck is done 
by bending or drag g ing the man’s rig ht 
leg and his partner’s left one. To can­ 
ter the man rises on the ball of his left 
foot and his partner on the left foot, 
g iv ing a sy ncopated effect to the dance 
on ev ery other step. It’s fitted either 
to the onestep or the hesitation. 
The dancing masters also annou nce 
they are g etting close to a solu tion of 
the problem of eliminating the wig g le 
and the dip in their efforts to tame 
down the new dances. The dancers 
hereafter will wav e instead. 
“The wav e is pretty and g racefu l,” 
said B. F. Wood of Chicag o, in charg e 
of the elementary ballroom work at the 
conv ention. “The wav e is obtained by 
a cross step with the feet. The body 
ju st natu rally wav es by being drawn 
slig htly to the side to follow” the foot 
that is ex tended.” 
As denatu red by the dancing mas­ 
ters dev otees of the tang o and the 
max ix e will hardly 
recog nize those 
dances. 
Ten steps of the tang o as 
presented and fiv e steps of the max ix e 
receiv ed the seal of approv al, hu t 
there’s nothing sensational left in the 
dances. The max ix e steps were accept­ 
ed only u nder the ag reement that they 
were to be u sed in combination with 
other steps to su it each dancing master. 


THE CORONATION STONE. 


H i sto ri c 
Reasons 
F o r 
Venerati on 
of 
Rel i c Dam aged by Suffragettes. 
The partial su ccess of the su ffra­ 
g ette attem pt to blow u p Eng land’s 
ancient coronation chair has been fol- 
lowed by an ou tbreak of pu blic indig ­ 
nation similar in its intensity to that 
which wou ld follow’ an effort to de­ 
stroy ou r ow’u Liberty bell with an 
ex plosiv e. Not ev en the crow’n jewels 
in the Tower are so intimately inv olv ­ 
ed with the story of Eng lish sov er­ 
eig nty and the tradition of the div ine 
rig ht of king s since Dav id of Israel. 
The chair of oak contains the stone 
of Scone, which Edward I. brou g ht 
from Scotland in 129 7 in token of the 
su bju g ation 
of 
that 
cou ntry . 
This 
stone wns the emblem of i>ow’er of the 
nativ e ru lers of Scotland. Leg end has 
it that it was u sed by the patriarch 
Jacob for a pillow. 
It is more than 
possible, say s the Philadelphia Ledg 
er, that it is the stone on w’hich the 
dy ing head of the sainted Colu mba 
rested in the abbey of Iona. 
It is a 
piece of sandstone similar to the char­ 
acteristic formation of the w’est coast 
of Scotland. 
From the time of Ed­ 
ward I. ev ery Eng lish monarch has 
been crowned in this chair. 
From the accou nt of Adam, the 
king ’s g oldsmith, in 1300, it appears 
that the chair orig inally w*as to hav e 
been cast in 
bronze. 
Roy al 
thrift 
chang ed the plan, and the woodwork 
cost 100 shilling s. 
Master Walker, the 
king ’s painter, made it instead. 
Early 
in the nineteenth centu ry the “old 
crockets and tu rrets at the back were 
sawn off,” and the desig n of the back 
has been so often v arnished that only 
a part of the sov ereig n’s fig u re re­ 
mains, the lion on which his feet rest­ 
ed hav ing disappeared. 
The lions u n­ 
der the chair itself are modern and 
were reg llded for the coronation of 
Edward VII.

Assassination of Heir to Throne of 


Austria-Hungary, amf His Wife 


Sunday Complicates Affairs. 


EMPEROR FRANZ J0 SE FFE EB LE 


Archduke 
Franz 
Ferdinand 
and 


Duchess of Hohenberg Shot as 


They Rode in Carriage. 


(B y United Press.) 
Vienna, Au stria, 
Ju ne 
29 .—The 
map of Eu rope may he altered by the 
assassination of 
Archdu ke 
Franz 
Ferdinand, heir to the throne of Au ­ 
stria-Hu ng ary , and 
his 
wife, 
the 
Du chess of llohenberg Grav est tears 
are entertained that the ag ed em­ 
peror, Franz Josef will not su rv iv e 
the shock. 


The emperor looked earew’orn and 
feehle when he arriv ed here today . In 
ease of liis death Archdu ke Charles 
Franz Josef, who is bu t 2fi y ears old 
and not reg arded as a strong man, 
w’ou ld su cceed him. ''Scores of a r­ 
rests hav e heen made of 
persons 
su spected of complicity . 


The archdu ke and his 
wife were 
assassinated at 11:15 o’clock Su n­ 
day morning at 
Serajev o, 
Rosina, 
while driv ing from a railroad station 
to the city hall where they were to 
attend a celebration. 


The roy al carriag e had ju st star­ 
ted away from the station when a 
jou rney man printer, Pierre 
Gabri- 
nov ie, hu rled a bomb at the carriag e, 
inju ring six persons, all members of 
the roy al party . 
A y ou ng Serv ian stu dent 
named 
Prinzip, an accomplice of 
Bahrino- 
v ic, raised a rev olv er half an hou r 
later and fired sev eral sh ots at the 


Archdu ke and Archdu chess, each of 
the bu llets striking a v ital spot.
